On that d?y the great French army 
of 125,000 men. led by Xnpoleon Bona- 
parte, was practically wiped out. 


At 1 o'clock in the morning N'apole- 


on was waiting in the rain and dark- 
iiess before the plain of Waterloo; at 
S.30 that night he was rumbling back 
to Paris, lost. 


The French losses were over 40.000. 


the Prussian only 7.000. and the Brit- 
ish and allied 15.000. Some 45,000 kill- 
ed and wounded lay on . an 
area of 


about three square miles.

At 1 in the morning N'apoleon rode 


by the Union Brigade and N'apoleon's 
first move had been checked.

start. Napoleon had seen a dark cloud 
emerging from the woods at St. Lam- 
bert off to Ihe east.

EXPOSING FAKE 
COLLECTORS 


In protecting the American public against t'nkfis of all descriptions, 


our li!\vs hnvc ni;ide great strides of late years, but there is still room 
for the exercise of cautious investigation and the punishment of offender.-. 
The Bureau of Education of the United States government 
has been 


making on exhaustive study ot the cduc-alional question lor some lime 
past, especially in relation to move or less obscure schools advertised in 
papers and magazines, or n-licols for which subscriptions are bolicilf-d 
throughout-the country, and ilie results of the investigation will be pub- 
lished broadcast in order lo drive the fraudulaut nut of business. 


Privnte or civic, bureaus of information in leading cities are also 


constantly confronted with the question o£ fake schools or fake col- 
lectors for certain schools. 
From the result of their observation and 


ihc number ot inquiries that come in from those who have been approached 
or imposed on, it is evident that fleecing (he public is as frequent on I he 
educational plea as on many others. 
One of the commonest forms of 


fraud is the soliciting of funds for the colored schools of the south, and 
Lowell has been imposed upon by this game as much as other centres. 
Every liille while some colored agents go through (lie homes and stores 
of this city, collecting funds for an alleged charily, but in most cases 
.the school for which the money is collected is non-existent, and in many 
instances ihe scheme K -wholly unworthy ot support. 


The public should also be wary of the fake college student who is 


f--o .apt lo be found selling books during the summer months, and of the 
charity worker in religions garb. 
Whether the collector be .in. the dress 


of a Catholic nun 'or that of a Syrian priest, it will do no harm to in- 
vestigate before subscribing to their cause, and it may he readily ascer- 
tained if the solicitor* are genuine or impostors. 
It is too bad for the 


cause of real charily that so many fraudulent agents abuse what is sacred 
'until all good people are naturally suspicious of strangers who ask money 
for almost any purpose. 


Only a year ago an enlerprising agent gathered together a body of 


young book agents in this city and sent them out over New England 
Each was furnished with a dark suit in order to look like a student, and 
there was a carefully-rehearsed story that was meant to appeal lo the 
credulous. So far has this form of fraud gone in Boston that the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce has established a bureau of information through 
which many, innocent people arc protected and which has. been instru- 
mental in exposing the worst forms of collection frauds. 


In a broader sense, the Bureau of Education of the United States 


government found in its investigation of educational conditions in the 
south that for a long time money has flowed freely from this section 
for the support of undeserving or downright 
dishonest 
institutions 


Almost every southern state has such institutions with agents working all 
over the country, and while the dishonest promoters of fake scheme? 
grow fat and flourish, deserving educational institutions find it- difficult tn 
bring their needs to the attention of the country. 
The government- will 


now strive to weed out ihe unworthy and fake schemes and lo educate 
the public as to the need for greater caution in all relating to subscrip- 
tions towards distant schools or directly to alleged students of colleges 
and seminaries. 


PUBLIC MARKETS 


From the tone of the public press it 


is apparent that the first enthusiasm 
with which the public market idea was 
greeted in this part of the country 
has died down, nevertheless it is by no 
means a dead issue. References made 
to it savor more o£ business than for- 
merly, and Ihe limitations of this form 
of-public service are readily acknowl- 
edged. Still, 
reports 
from 
centres 


where public markets have been estab- 
lished are contradictory, some assert- 
ing that they have proved a veritable 
boon, tome declaring that they have 
heen unnualified failures. 


It is noteworthy in this connection 


that the city planning commission of 
Boston—an energeiic and active body 
—has just recommended that four new 
experimental markets be established in 
that city, in order to bring about a 
reduction in the cost of living. J*a?t 
summer, Mayor 
Curley opened two 


such markets, and was apparently sat- 
isfied with the result, and the suggest- 
ed departure is only a continuation of 
the system.

In which 
he awards the plaintiffs the sum of 
$1253.43, with Interest from January 4. 
)515, the date of the writ. 


In making his finding Mr. Kerwin 


scores the city's lack of system In 
keeping count of the paving blocks 
consigned to it.

The case ercw out of the refusal of 


the present administration to pay a 
bill for paving blocks ordered under 
the former administration. 
The pav- 


. Ing blocks were delivered as called for 


and the last consignment was made 
during the latter part nf the year. The 
final bill was not presented until after 
the new administration came into of- 
fice, and the latter disputed it and re- 
fused to honor it. 


Legal proceedings were then insti- 


tuted by Edward J. Tlerney. on behalf 
of Mr. Rafferty and at the hearing the 
city was represented by City Solicitor 
Hennessy. 


Auditor Kerwin's finding, in part, Is 


. as follows: 


It appeared in the

that commencing on June 4th. 1913 and 
ending September Ulh.

Bald Boston & Maine to said defendant 
on track sidings In Warren and Tan- 
ner streets in said Lowell, and there 
unloaded by said defendant. 
At the 


time the paving block was loaded on 
the cars by the plaintiff, count was 
kept of the number of paving blocks 
so loaded on each car. 
When the 


blocks were unloaded from the cars 
hy tbc defendant, said defendant did 
not pursue any definite system rela- 
tive to keeping account thereof, ac- 
count being kept of the blocks unload- 
ed from • some cars, and 
no account 


being kept of ' the number unloaded 
from others. 
Th« system of the de- 


fendant, as shown by the evidence, in 
keeping account of the number of 
blocks unloaded from the cars received 
hy it from the plaintiffs was so care- 
less that 1 cannot give any weight t'o 
the account made by it as against the 
account kept by the plaintiffs, whose 
course of conduct 
in 
counting 
the 


hlockn as they were loaded on to the 
cars, was in accordance with the man- 
ner in which careful persons 
would 


conduct (heir business. 


Upon all the evidence I find that 


these paving blocks were used by the 
defendant In paving Bridge street. Gor- 
ham street, and according to the evi- 


dence of Newell F. Putnam, who was 
at that time superintendent of streets, 
<tnd who is now commissioner of pub- 
ic property, said 
blocks 
were 
also 


tsed in other places. 


No evidence was offered 
that 
the 
purchasing agent and commissioner of 
streets and highways of the city of 
Lowell, inspected said paving blocks, 
and no evidence was offered that any 
of said paving blocks were rejected 
Because they did not conform to the 
specifications contained in said con- 
ract. 
In fact, the evidence of Har- 


ry R. Sprague, a civil engineer in the 
employ of the defendant city of Low- 


and attached to the city engineer's 


olllce as an engineer, who had charge 
of measuring pavements, showed that 
he blocks 
furnished 
according 
to 


specifications varied from eight (8) to 
welve (12) Inches In length, and that 
he average width of same was four 
and a quarter (t 1-4) Inches. 


Upon all the evidence 1 find that the 


defendant, through the oflice of the 
city engineer, did measure the block- 
paving furnished ami delivered hy the 
plaintiffs to the defendant when the 
same was laid on Bridge street and 
on Gorham street, but no measurement 
was made of the paving which was 
aid In other places.

paving when laid . Upon all the evi- 
dence [ find that 
twenty-seven 
and 


one-half (271-2) average blocks of the 
paving furnished by the plaintiffs to 
the defendant under the terms of this 
contract would make a square yard of 
block paving when laid. Upon all the 
evidence I find that under the con- 
tract the plaintiffs did deliver to the 
defendant, and the defendant did ac- 
cept nine thousand forty-eight (9045) 
square yards of granite block paving, 
and as per the terms of the contract 
the defendant was to pay the plaintiffs 
the sum of one dollar and nineteen 
cents ($1.13) for each square yard of 
granite block paving.

EXPOSING FAKE COLLECTORS 


In protecting the American public against fakes of all descriptions, 


our laws have wade great strides of 'Inte years, but there is still room 
for Ibe exercise of cautious investigation and the punishment of offenders. 
The- Bureau of Education1' of the United States government has 
been 


making- nil exhaustive study of tlic educational question for jsome time 
past, especially in relation to more or less obscure schools advertised in 
papers and magazines, or schools for which subscriptions are solicited 
throughout the country, and the results of the investigation will be pub- 
lished broadcast iu order to drive the fraudulant out of business. 


Private or civic bureaus of information iu leading cities are also 


constantly confronted with the question of fake schools or fake col- 
lectors for certain schools. 
From the result of their observation, and 


the number of inquiries that come in from those who have been approached 
or imposed on, it is evident that fleecing the public is as frequent on the 
educational plea as on many others. 
One of the commonest forms of 


fraud is the soliciting of funds for the colored schools of the south, and 
Lowell has been imposed upon by this game as much as other centres.. 
Every little while some colored agents go through the homes and stores 
of this city, collecting funds for an alleged charity, but in most cases 
the school 'for which the money is collected is non-existent, and in many 
instances the scheme is wholly unworthy of support. 


The public should also be wary of the fake college student who is 


so apt to be found selling books during the summer months, and of the 
charity worker in religious garb. 
Whether the collector be in the dress 


'of a Catholic nun or that of a Syrian priest, it will do uo harm to in- 
Ivestigate before subscribing to their cause, and it may be readily ^ascer- 
tained if the solicitors arc -genuine or impostors. 
It is too bad for the 


•cause of real charity that so many fraudulent agents abuse what is sacred 
until all good people are naturally suspicious of strangers who ask money 
'for.almost any purpose. 


• Only a year ago an enterprising agent gathered together a body of 


young book 'agents in this city and sent them out over New England. 
Each"was furnished with a dark suit in order to look like a student, and 
there was a carefully-rehearsed story that was meant lo appeal to the 
credulous. 
So far has this form of fraud gone in Boston that the Boston 


Chamber of Commerce has established a bureau of information through 
'which mauy innocent people are protected and which bas been instru- 
mental in exposing the worst forms of collection frauds. 


In a broader sense, the Bureau of Education of the United States 


government found in its investigation of educational conditions in th 
' south that for a long time money has flowed freely from this sectioi 
for the support of undeserving or downright 
dishonest institutions 


Almost every' southern state bas such institutions with agents working al 
over the country, and while the dishonest promoters of fake schemes 
grow fat and flourish, deserving educational institutions find it difficult t 
bring their needs in the attention of the country. 
The government \<il 


now strive lo weed out the unworthy and fake schemes and to educat 
fthe public as to the need for greater caution in all relating to subscrip 
itions towards distant schools or directly to alleged students of college

rifles. 
They are instructed to disre- 


gard firing upon private soldiers if 
i ; involves any danger to themselves. 
Hut to miss no chance to bring down 
an officer. 


"In many cases the sniper's eager- 


ness for this duty is assisted by stories 
of the huge loot to be obtained from 
the pockets of the officers. 
Some of 


the snipers who have been caught were 
found with large sums of British and 
French money, as well as other prop- 
erty belonging to officers."

No one 
in the parade line would say that tho 
missiles were intended for anyone In 
particular iilihough a number declared 
.that there has been some anger among 
Charlosiown youths because the. city 
refused thts year to appropriate money 
for the annual bonfire and there may 
have been some resentment behind the 
incident.

In making MR finding Mr. Kerwin 


scores the city's lack of system in 
keeping count of the paving blocks 
consigned to it. 


The case grew out of the refusal of 


thfi present administration to pay a 
hill for paving blocks ordered under 
the former administration. 
The pav- 


ing blocks were delivered as called for 
and the last consignment was made 
during the latter part of the year. The 
final bill was not presented until afior 
the new administration came into of- 
fice, anil ihc hitter disputed it and re- 
fused to honor it. 


Legal proceedings were then insti- 


tuted by Edward J. Tierney, on behalf 
of Mr. Rafferty and at Ihc hearing" the 
city was represented by City Solicitor 
Hennessy.

EXPOSING FAKE COLLECTORS 


In protecting (he American public against fakes of all descriptions, 


.. our laws have made great strides of late years, hat there is still room 


for the exercise of cautious investigation and the punishment of offenders. 
The Bureau'of Education of the United States government has heen 
making an exhaustive, study of the educational question for some time 
past, especially in relation to more or less obscure schools advertised in 


. papers and magazines, or schools for which subscriptions are solicited 


throughout fhe country, and the results of the investigation will be pub- 
lished broadcast in order to drive the fraudulant out of business. 


Private or civic bureaus of information in leading cities are also 


constantly confronted with the question of fake schools or fake col- 
lectors for certain schools. 
From the result of their observation and 


the number of inquiries that come in from those who have been approached 
or imposed on, it is evident that fleecing the public is as frequent on the 
educational plea as ou many others. 
One of the commonest forms of 


fraud is fhe soliciting of funds for the.colored schools of the south, and 
Lowell has been imposed upon by this game as much as other centres. 
Every little while some colored agents go through the homes and stores 
of this city, collecting funds for an alleged charity, but in most eases 


. the school for which the money is collected is non-existent, and in many 


instances fhe scheme is wholly unworthy of support. 


The public should also be wary of the fake college student who is 


so apt to be found selling books during the summer mouths, and of the 
charily worker iu religious garb. 
Whether the collector be in the dress 


of a Catholic nun or that of a Syrian priest, it will do no harm to in- 
vestigate before subscribing to their cause, and it may be readily ascer- 
tained if the solicitors are genuine or impostors. 
It is too bad for the 


cause of real charity that so man)1 fraudulent agents abuse what is sacred 
until all good people are naturally suspicious of strangers who ask money 
for almost any purpose. 


Only a year ago an enterprising agent 
gathered together a body of 


young book agents in this city and sent them out. over Xcw England, 
Each was furnished with a dark suit in order to look like a student, and 
there was a carefully-rehearsed story that was meant to appeal to the 
credulous. So far has this form of fraud gone in Boston that the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce has established a bureau of information 
through 


which many innocent people are .protected and which has been instru- 
mental in exposing the worst forms of collection frauds. 


In a broader sense, the Bureau of Education of the United States 


government found in its investigation of educational conditions in the 
south that for a long time money has flowed freely from this section 
for 
fhe support of undeserving or downright 
dishonest institutions. 


Almost every southern state has such institutions with agents working all 
over the country, and while the dishonest promoters of fake schemes 
grow fat and flourish, deserving educational institutions find it difficult to 
bring their needs to the attention of the country. 
The government will 


now strive to weed out the unworthy and fake schemes and to educate 
the public as to the need fot greater caution in all relating to subscrip- 
tions towards distant schools or directly to alleged students of colleges 
and seminaries.

proceeding, but it is not necessarily 
anything over which we should have 
such ridiculous misunderstandings and 
round-about explanations. There is one 
definite, open and honest way to trans- 
act the business of the city; had that 
way been followed, there would have 
been no trouble and no public criti- 
cism. That way is the way prescribed 
by the charter—tho way of competi- 
tion, of full publicity and 
of open 


dealing. Had this way; been chosen. 
we should not have some commission- 
ers striving to Justify 
an 
untenable 


course and others confessing that they 
acted hastily and unwisely. Our mu- 
nicipal heads cannot do better than to 
cancel all engagements and obligations 
made and start on the bridge matter 
with open minds and in accordance 
with good business methods. 


It is perhaps well for tho Lowell 


public that Ihe original plans for the 
erection of the bridge were not as 
feasible as they looked. It will now 
be necessary to present definite plans 
to the war department, to tho Locks 
and Canals company and to the Bay 
State railroad, and it will be just as 
necessary to take no step that Is notj 
dictated by prudence and provided for 
by the charter. A mistake has been 
made, luckily not 
a costly one, and 


profiting by that mistake, it will be 
possible for our commissioners to ar- 
range for a new bridge In Pawtuckef- 
ville while keeping iho demands 
of 


economy and the restrictions that gov- 
ern all municipal ur.dcrta'Kir.ES well In i 
mind. Much as the people of Paw- 
tucketvillo desire a. new bridge, they 
do not desire a bridge in the construc- 
tion of which any irregularity or lack 
of good business should enter. It is to 
be hoped'that in a!| connected with 
the undertaking for tho future,

commissioners will put thr? Interests of 
the public above their r,n-r. wishes and 
erect a suitable bridge i;- accordance 
with xhe charter and at 
the lowest 


possible cost.
